4 Countie, it he conuenientlp might, and euery Maioꝛ, Bailtfe, oꝛ other head offi⸗ 
cer within any Citie oꝛ Towne coꝛpoꝛate, wherein is any Juſtices of the Peace 
42 within the limits of the ſaid Citie oꝛ Towne , ſhould by koꝛce of the ſaide Act, 
xecrely after Eaſter at times conuenient, appointed by the ſame, aſſemble themſelues together, and calling befoze 
them ſuch diſcreete and graue perſons of the ſaid County, Citie and Towne, as they ſhould thinke meete, and con⸗ 
ferring together, reſpecting the plentie oꝛ ſcarcitp ot the time and other circumſtances neceſſarily to be conſidered, 
ſhould by vertue of the ſaid Act, within the limits and pꝛecincts ol their ſeucrall commiſſions, limite, rate, and aps 
poynt the wages, as well ol ſuch and ſo many of the ſaid Artificers, handicrafts men, huſbandmen, oꝛ any other 
laboꝛer, ſeruant, oꝛ wozfieman, whoſe wages in times paſt hath bene by any law of Statute rated à appointed, as 
alſo the wages of all other laboꝛers, artiſicers, woꝛkmen, oꝛ appꝛentices of huſbandꝛy, which haue not bene rated, 
as the ſame Juſtices, Maioꝛs, oꝛ head officers within their ſeuerall cõmiſſions oꝛ liberties, ſhould thinke meete by 
their diſcretions to be rated, limited, oꝛ appointed, and the ſame rates a taxations ſhould certiſie vnto the Queenes 
highnes Court of Chancery befoze a certaine dap limited in p ſaid Act. Wherupon it chould be lawful foꝛ the Loꝛd 
Chancelloꝛ, oꝛ Loꝛd keeper of the great ſeale of England foꝛ the time being, vpon declaration thereof to her High⸗ 
neſſe, her heires oꝛ ſucceſſoꝛs, oꝛ to the Loꝛds 4 others oł her Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſel, to cauſe Pꝛoclamations to 
be pꝛinted a ſent down into euerp of the ſaid ſhires and places, conteining the ſeuerall rates appointed by the ſaid 
Juſtices à other head officers, commanding thereby in her Highnes name, all perſons ſtraitly to obſerue gkeepe 
the ſame, vpon the danger of the puniſhment and fozfaitures limited x appoynted by the ſaid Act and Statute, 

And where allo it is further enacted by the authoꝛitp akoꝛeſaid, that all maner of perſon andperſons.,aftcr ſuch 
Pꝛoclamation made,ſhould obſerue and keepe the ſaid rates fo2 wages, vpon paine of the foꝛfaitures a penaltics 
conteined in the ſaid Eſtatute, vntill by further oꝛder by Pꝛoclamation, accoꝛding to the purpoꝛt ot the ſame Eſta⸗ 
tute, it ſhould be otherwiſe oꝛdered and pꝛoclaimed: oherekoꝛe the Queenes Maieſtie, hauing receiued into her 
ſaid Court of Chancerp, amongſt diuers other Certificates, rom ſundꝛy her Dighnes Shires, Cities à Townes, 
one Certificate from the Towne of Digham Ferrers, conteining the Rates ko: wages hereafter fol- 
lowing , made and appointed by the Juſtices of the Towne of Higham Ferrers , accozding to the te⸗ 
nour of the ſame Act: And minding to haue the ſame rates put in execution in all points, as bythe pꝛoceſſe of the 
lame Act is pꝛeſcribed, line as her Maieſtie hath and intendeth to doe in all other her Highneſle Counties and 
Shires, and other places of Libertie within this her Realme : Therefoꝛe her Dighneſle ſtraightiy chargeth and 
commaundeth all maner perſon and perſons within the Towne of Hi gham Ferrers, to keepe and ob⸗ 
ſerue in all poynts the ſaid rates, taxations, oꝛders and appointments fo2 wages hereafter following and ſet fo2th 
vpon the paines and fozfeitures appointed by the ſaid eſtatute, and vpon paine of her Dighneſle diſpleaſurc. 

And further her Dighneſle pleaſure aexpꝛeſſe commaudement is, that all Juſtices of Peace, Sherifes, 3 other 
Dfficers of the ſaid Towne of Higham Ferrers , ſhall ſee and cauſe the ſame rates ducly and ſeucrctp 
to be obſerued and kept in all points: Ind this Pꝛoclamation to be vſed in cuery behalfe, accoꝛding to the teno: 
and effect ofthe ſame Act. And her Maieſties further pleaſure and commandement is, that if any queſtion, ſcruple 
oꝛ deubt, Wall ariſe vpon any of the tarations oz rates ſoz the ſayd Towne of Higham Ferrers here- 
under mentioned: That then the ſame ſhalbe reſolued and determined by her Highneſſe Juſtices of Peace, that 
did mane and oꝛdeine the ſame taxations and rates: Ind that all perſons ſhall perfozme and liceve the ſame refs» 
lutions, o2ders, and determinations, ſo by them to be made and determined touching the ſame,
